later fo u nd himself at war with a 
city co u ncil factio n and su spended 
fro m his Jo b. Wagner was Ju st o ne 
o f fo u r Ohio city managers who ran 
afo u l o f o ccu patio nal hazards 'n 
1948. 
Managers at To ledo , Springfield 
and Hamilto n also su ffered varying 
degrees o f grief. 
Mo st city managers aren’t fired. 
Things aren’t qu ite that to u gh. 
So me do get the heave-ho ; so me 
escape it by resigning right rapidly. 
By and large, city managers seldo m 
last lo ng eno u gh to get a pensio n. 
Springfield is a case in po int. That 
indu strial city has had 17 city man­ 


agers in 34 years. It is getting ready 
to hire it* 18th. The last o ne, Oscar 
L. Fleckner, became state liqu o r di­ 
recto r Jan. 10. 
Yo u can get Into 
the

messes no matter ho w yo u tu rn as 
a city manager. Stewart Clendinen, 
no w an Evansville, Ind.. bu siness­ 
man, kno ws that very well. 
Clendinen was . city manager o f 
Gallipo li« in the 
mid-1940's,

"the watchdo g o f the treasu ry.” City 
co u ncilmen, who had to tro t u p fo r 
pu blic inspectio n at the po lls every 
so o ften, became disgru ntled.

men t, sin ce It is n ot possible to pre­ 
d ict Just what the course of an a t­ 
tack will be. 
The symptoms of this con d ition 
are pain in the right, upper part of 
•lie abd omen , with sickn ess at the 
tomach an d vomitin g, some rigid - 
ty or stiffn ess of the muscles in 
;hls part of the abd omen , fever, an d 
an in crease in the n umber of white 
cells in the blood . 
Doctors d iffer over the type of 
treatm en t 
which 
should 
be em­ 
ployed an d they are the on e* who 
must d ecid e whether med ical treat­ 
men t 
should be carried 
out 
or 
whether the patien t should be op­ 
erated upon at on ce. 
Early Operation 
Those who favor early operation 
an d removal of the gallblad d er In ­ 
stead of med ical treatm en t thin k 
that when this is d en e there are 
fewer complication s an d a shorter 
period of hospitalization for the 
patien t. 
When the d iagn osis of gallblad ­ 
d er in flammation lias been mad e, 
preparation s, such a* morphin e an d 
atropin e often 
are given by 
the 
physician to relieve pain if It is se­ 
vere; n itroglycerin U given to re­ 
lax spasm. The patien t frequen tly 
is given fluid s by in jection in to a 
vein or un d er the skin sin ce he can ­ 
n ot take en ough fluid s by mouth.

If the eerd itlon seems to be subsid ­ 
in g rapid ly, immed iate operation is 
n ot n ecessary, but it may be ad vis­ 
able to remove the gallblad d er after 
the svmptom* have d isappeared so 
that recurrin g attacks will n ot d e­ 
velop.
